(57) CLAIMS 

1. A continuous filament winder comprising two spools having 
rotation shafts disposed parallel to each other, driving 
mechanism for independently rotating the two spools and 
protective covers for covering respective spools full of a 
filament wound thereon, wherein it is provided with carriages 
for receiving and transporting the respective winding spools 
between respective positions for attaching to respective 
driving means and respective positions for taking-out 
respective spools, wherein the protective cover consists of 
a split type cover which can be separated into two half -covers 
attached to the carriage and half-cover closing/opening 
mechanism for normally closing the two half -covers and opening 
the two half -covers in the process of transporting the spool 
by the carriage from the taking-out position to the attaching 
position . 

2. The continuous filament winder as defined in claim 1, 
wherein the half-cover closing/opening mechanism comprises 
paired rotation shafts for rotatably supporting the half- 
covers on the carriage, gears fitted on respective paired shaft 
and engaging each other, a spring attached to at least one of

the paired rotation shafts for mutually closing the half -covers 
and an operating rod for rotating the paired rotation shafts 
by a cam secured to one of the rotation shafts and disposed 
along the transporting path of the carriage. 
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
